Before death he is­ 
sued a statement accusing his wife 
of the murder.

taken to the Jail, 


Detective Weber went to Dr. Ro­ 
land’s office rooms In the Masonic 
Hall where he broke open the doc­ 
tor's desk. 
In it he found a receipt 
for 
$100 
from 
the 
Hole 
Detective 
Ag eocy. 
Edward 
Early, 
assistant 
manager of the agency, said Dr. Ro­ 
land had Mrs. Roland shadowed since 
March I. 
"Dr. Roland told me he bad im­ 
proper relations with a young girl iii 
the apartm ent building," said Early. 
"The mother and the girl demanded 
$2,500 as Hie price for silence. 
He 
refused to pay it. 
They carried the 
story to Roland's wife. 
She became 
alarmed, not wanting her husband’* 
double life exposed. 
"Hbe demanded that the $2,500 lie 
paid. 
Dr. Roland told me she was a 
party to tile black mail plot, and had 
ber shadowed.” 
Early and Detective Weber agreed 
that they were of the opinion that 
Mrs. Roland killed her husband when 
he refused to pay out the $2,500 to 
save them both from disgrace. 


Wife Confesses 
M.s. Roland confessed to police to­ 
day that she shot and killed 
her 
husband in their home early today. 
"We had an argum ent," she cried 
finally. 
"He lunged at me.

all I remember.'

have no chance to win, it will endeav­ 
or through his astral influences, to 
“trip up” its gaseous rival, according 
to a report made public by th** observ­ 
atory of the University of California. 
The earth will not get into th** race 
until the comet has a lead of bet w e n 
12,000.000 and 20,000,000 milos. 
The ‘Tripping up” process or per­ 
turbation caused by the earth influ­ 
ence, will pull the comet away from 
lls course somewhat, but it will con­ 
tinue to plunge 
along
